WASHiKOToir, May 18.—In RaudaH's 
speech on the tariff bill, he said: *'The 
remedy he propoeed was through the re 
peal of the iuternal revenue tax, as well 
as by a tariff, as promised to the people 
by the democratic convention of 1884. 
I ^ e reduction provided for by his bill 
aggrregated $77,000,000 on the internal 
taxes. 
Those taxes had always been 
last to be levied and first to be repealed, 
when no longer necessary. 


He pleaded with his democratic friends 
to not undo the good that has been done 
to the manufacturing industriea by the 
protective tariff and read from Jefferson, 
Monroe and other democratic forefathers 
to prove that protection was a funda- 
mental democratic principle.

The Sapreme Conrt of Michigan Declare 


the Local Option Law Uneoa- 


stItatlonaL 


LANSINO, Mich., May 18.—The su- 
preme court has unanimously declared 
the local option law unconstitutional. 
The ground upon which this decision ia 
reacned is very simple. 
The law lb a 
violation of article 14, section 20, of the 
constitution. 
Although other points are 
touched upon incidentally the article of 
the constitution violated provides that 
no law shall embrace more than one ob- 
ject, which sball be embodied in its 
title. 
The local option law is entitled, 
"An act to regulate the manufacture and 
sale of liquors," which is not at all what 
the law is for.

LOCAL BRIEFS. 


The Major, Trustees and Couueilmen 
Have a Chat Over t^e Depart- 
ment Affairs. 


Mayor Muhler, the water works trus- 
tees and the council committee met last 
night to talk over the affairs of the de- 
partment. 


The trustees will ask the council to 
name a committee which, with them, will 
be impowcred to visit cities that get a 
water supply from wells, with a view of 
establishing a like system in 
Fort 
Wayne. The expenses of the tour are 
to be paid out of the water works fund, 
and it is probable that the whole council 
board will have a longing for the exper- 
ience 


1 he question of water rents was also 
talked over and a reduction is probable. 
There are two sections of tho law under 
which water works monies are collected, 
but now, and since the works were estab- 
lished, one section was overlooked, be- 
ccuise its existence was not k n o ^ 
until 
six months ago. 


Tho first section says the trustees 
shall levy only sufficient winter rentals 
on consumers to pay the expense of 
"managing and operating the works." 


The second section, which has never 
been enforced, says that the trustees, 
"shall, for the purpose of paying the 
principal and interest of the water works 
debt and for making Improvements, ex- 
tensions and repairs, levy a general tax, 
in the manner all other taxes are levied 
and collected," save that it limits the 
tax to fifty cents on each $100 valua- 
tion. 


They all recognize that this provision 
means what it nays and they will gov- 
ern themselves accordingly. 


Heretofore, however, extensions, im- 
provements and intereBts were paid cnt 
of monies collected from rentals. 
Tbis 
is the injustice that Hon. Wm. Fleming 
objected to. 


Consumers can at onoe see what ben- 
efits will accrue to them under a correct 
construction of the law, for It gives 
them water almost for nothing. 


The meeting agreed that it was policy 
to expend about $5,000 on the reservoir 
this year and complete it next year. 
With the reservoir finished, the city 
will not have to pay out $35,000 for a 
new pumping engine. 


These facts will be reported to the 
council next Tuesday evening.

"were galleries, some closelj-^ latticed 
and occupied by Turkish women, oth- 
ers open and filled with curious specta- 
tors like ourselves. On the main floor 
were spread many rugs of Angora 
goatskin, on which were seated old 
men, regular patriarchs in appearance, 
while two groups of little children 
were ranged behind thtim. Seated close 
to the low railing were rows of men 
clothed in the flowing dervish mantle 
and tan-colored 
"galuph" — a tall, 
brimless felt hat, strongly resembling 
an inverted flower-pot, bound round 
the head by a long black scarf with 
ends left flowng. These ends were at 
mtervals in the course of the service 
tenderly pressed to the lips. 
At other 
times the eyes were carefully wiped 
with these mourning badges. 


Conspicuous before the high priest 
stood a lithe figure with a pale, cadav- 
erous countenance, but a keen, pene- 
trating eye, who was slowly manipulat- 
ing a long, w^hite scarf. He first threw 
it around his shoulders, thus symboliz- 
ing the all-embracing love of Allah; 
then binding it tightly about his waist 
he began tying and untying it, eaeh 
knot ha\ ing a particular significance. 
His whisijercd words will bear this in- 
terpretation: 
"I tie up greed; I untie 
charity. I tie up hate; 1 untie love. 
I tie up pride; I untie humility." And 
so on through a long list. Then began 
a monotonous chant that soon swelled 
to a tremendous howl. All rose to their 
feet and kept time with swaying body 
and jerking head in a frantic manner. 
The old and feeble amonç them gradu- 
ally dropped out of the circle and took 
seats on rugs near the center of the 
loom, beside the rows of standing 
children. At length the eyes of the 
spectators became 
riveted 
on the 
face and figure of a little three-year- 
old baby, which stood for two long 
hours swaying its frail body in perfect 
uni.son with the dervishes and with its 
rosy cherub mouth uttering the same 
indescribably impres.sive cry of Allah! 
When the rude throng had at length 
worked tluMuselves up to a state of re- 
ligiou.s frenzy, the little boy also rolled 
his bright eyes about as if beholdiug a 
heavenly vision. 
I can compare this 
v*rorship'to nothing I have ever wit- 
nessed, unless it be the intense excite- 
ment exhibited at meetings among the 
"colored l)rethreu" on a southern plan- 
tation in the "old .slave times" in our 
own cQimtry. Oue who has seen those 
impressionable people shouting, jump- 
ing, and falling down with "the 
er" can imagine something of the 
rowing spectacle before us to-day. 


To my mind nothing Avas so impres- 
sive as the power of endurance shown 
by the infants on exhibition. 
I shud- 
der when I think of the torture they 
must have been subjected to in the pri- 
vate drill necessary to prepare them 
for such a performance in ])ublic. Some 
of the children sficmcd free to pass out 
and in at will, but tiie tiny boy spoken 
of above and a l ulc girl (a hunch- 
back) never left their posts a minute, 
nor ceased to sway tlieir bodies and 
shout until the performance was con- 
cluded, by a louder clapping and howl- 
ing, more violent jerkiug oï the head, 
and wilder tumult than before. 
Then 
a sudden iiush, when, without a signal 
or nod from anyone, this lovel}' little 
baby demurely marc hed up to the high 
priest to rticeiVe his blessing, then laid 
him down, his face to the ground, be- 
fore the venerable man. Another, who 
appean'd to be a high priest of the or- 
der, now took tlie stalwart jme.st by the 
hand while he phii-ed both feet on the 
body of this frail infant and stood with 
his face turned upward, while he mut- 
tered what-a])peared to be a prayer. 
Then other children followed. 
First 
came the little htinciii)ack, tiien three 
or four at a time, linally ten or twelve 
laid down, forming a liuman "corduroy 
road" for the high priest to walk over, 
until at It'ast twenty ohildnm had thus 
recived his blessing and had the evil 
spirit driven out of them. 
The cere- 
mony is supposed to be a panacea, and 
there are always numb»îrs of invalids 
brought to the Take during services to 
be cured of some real or imaginary ill. 
One aged man laid down to be walked 
upon to-day, and one little boy, who 
was brought in by his devout and de- 
voted father, refused utterly to be com- 
forted in this manner, and was carried 
out most boisterously victorious. 


Paste Diamonds. 


"The great majority of people can- 
not tell the difference between paste 
and real diamonds in a ballroom," said 
a well-known jeweler to a New York 
Telegram reporter, "and there are 
more people who wear paste than one 
would think. Once I was the assistant 
of a fashionable jeweler in Washington.

lace, a ball of fire suddenly appeared 


irectly before him. It burned off his 
eyebrows and he had to brush it from be- 
fore his face. While globular lightning 
may be more common than is generally 
supposed, it remains for a gentleman 
connected with the News and Advertiser 
to have seen a still more singular sight. 
It was nothing more or less than 
phosphorescent 
fire, 
or will-o'-the- 
wisp, which emerging from the banks 
of the Flint river, during the recent 
overflow, in the shape of a ball of fire, 
arose above the tree tops.

ranged. 
The lightning struck and 
shattered every bottle of brandy; the 
whisky was untouched. The inhabit- 
ants of that town confined themselves 
to whisky after that occurrence."

It is a new fad with Washington girli 
to wear many little sachet-bags fas- 
tened to ribbons of various colors hang- 
ing from their throats.

MF.XICAÍí MUSTANd J JNIMENT, used yIgO> 


A Kraásied Baby of Three Tear« Take* 
Part In Their Ceremonies. 


To-day we .«»et out to witnoss some of 
the religious rites of the Befaee, or the 
howling dervish, says a Coastantinople 
letter to the San Francisco Chronicle: 


Around three sides of the low room 
were galleries, some closely 
latticed 
and occupied by Turkish women, oth- 
ers open and filled with curious specta- 
tors like ourselves. 
On the main floor 
were spread 
many rugs of 
Angora 
goatskin, on which were seated old 
men, regular patriarchs in appearance, 
while two groups of little children 
were ranged behind them. Seat<'d close 
to the low railing were rows of 
men 
clothed in the flowing dervish mantle 
and 
tan-colored 
"galuph" — a tall, 
brimless felt hat, strongly res(;mbling 
an inverted 
flower-pot, 
bound round 
the head by a long black scarf 
with 
ends left 
flowing. 
Tliese ends were at 
mtervals in the course of the service 
tenderly pressed to the lips. 
At other 
times the eyes were carefully wiped 
with these mourning badges. 


Conspicuous before the high priest 
stood a lithe figure with a i)ale, cadav- 
erous countenance, but a keen, pene- 
trating ej-e, who was slowly manipulat- 
ing a long, white scarf. 
He first tlirew 
it around his shoulders, thus symboliz- 
ing the all-embracing love of Allah; 
then binding it tightly about his waist 
he began tying and untying it, each 
knot having a particular significance. 
His whispered words will bear this in- 
terpretation: 
" I tie up greed; I untie 
charit}'. 
I tie up hate; I untie love. 
I tie up pride; I untie humility." 
And 
so on through a long list. 
Then began 
a monotonous chant that soon swelled 
to a tremendous howl. All rose to their 
feet and kept time with swaying body 
and jerking head in a frantic manner. 
The old and feeble among them gradu- 
ally dropped out of the circle and took 
seats on rugs near the center of the 
loom, beside the 
rows 
of 
standing 
children. 
At length the eyes of the 
spectators 
became 
riveted 
on the 
face and figure of a little three-year- 
old baby, which stood for two long 
hours swaying its frail body in perfect 
uni.son with the dervishes and with its 
rosy cherub mouth uttering the same 
indescribably impressive cry of Allah! 
When th(i rude throng had at length 
worked themselves up to a state of re- 
ligiou.s frenzy, the little boy also rolled 
his bright eyes about as if beholding a 
heavenly vision. 
I can compare this 
worship to notliing I have over wit- 
nessed, unless it be the intense excite- 
ment exhibited at meetings among the 
"ooloretl bn^thren" on a soutliorn plan- 
tation in the "old .slave times'" in our 
own cquiitry. 
One who has seen those 
impressionable people shouting, jump- 
ing, and falling down with "the pow- 
er" can imagine something of the har- 
rowing spoetacle before us to-day. 


To my mind nothing was so impres- 
sive as the power of endurance shown 
by the infants on exhibition. 
I shud- 
der when I think of the torture they 
must have been subjected to in the pri- 
vate drill necessary to prepare them 
for such a performance in public. Some 
of the cliildren siieined free to pass out 
and in at will, but tlie tiny boy spoken 
of above and a l.Ltle girl (a 
hunch- 
back) never left th(>ir posts a minute, 
nor ceased to sway tlieir bodies and 
shout until the ix-riormanec was con- 
cluded, by a louder clapping and howl- 
ing, m(jrt^ viol(Mit jerking of the head, 
and wilder tumult than before. 
Then 
a sudden hush, when, witliout a signal 
or nod from anyone, this loyel}- little 
baby demurely marched up to the high 
priest to rticeive his blessing, then laid 
him down, his face to the ground, be- 
fore the venerable man. 
Another, who 
a})2)earcd to be a high priest of the or- 
der, now took the stalwart priest by the 
hand while lie placed botli feet on the 
body of tills frail infant and stood with 
his face turned ui)ward, wliile he mut- 
tered wliat-ai)i)eared lobe a prayer. 
Then other children followed. 
First 
came the little liunchl)ack, then three 
or four at a time, linaily ten or twelve 
laid down, forming a human "corduroy 
road" for the higli j)riest to walk over, 
until at least twenty childnin had thus 
recived his blessing and had the evil 
spirit driven out of them. 
The cere- 
mony is supposed to be a panacea, and 
there are always numbers of invalids 
brought to the Take during services to 
be cured of some real or imagiijary ill. 
One aged man laid down to be walked 
upon to-day, and one little boy, who 
was brought in by his devout and de- 
voted father, refused utterly to be com- 
forted in this manner, and was carried 
out most boisterously victorious. 


Paste Diamonds. 


"The great majority of people can- 
not tell the difference between paste 
and real diamonds in a ballroom," said 
a well-known jeweler to a New York 
Telegram 
reporter, 
"and there 
are 
more people who wear paste than one 
would think. 
Once I was the assistant

Croesus, who was on a visit to 
this

detective to watch them. 


"When she came back with them she 
said: 
'O, I wish you had given 
me 
real diamonds like you did the 
fii'st 
time. 
These last,were paste and any 
one could see by their dullness 
that 
they were not diamonds at all.' 


" I didn't say anything, but shortly 
after when she obtained the loan of an 
outfit we gave her the p ^ t e set and she 
came back highly pleased with

"In a few days she had no need to 
hire diamonds.

lace, a ball of fire suddenly appeared 


irectly before him. 
It burned off his 
eyebrows and he had to brush it from be- 
fore his face. While globular lightning 
may be more common than is generally 
supposed, it remains for a gentleman 
connected with the News and 
Advertiser 
to have seen a still more singular si^ht. 
It was nothing more or less 
than 
phosphorescent 
fire, 
or 
will-o'-the- 
wisp, which emerging from the banks 
of th(^ Flint river, during the

The lightning struck 
and 
shattered every bottle of brandy; 
the 
whisky was untouched. 
The inhabit- 
ants of that town confined themselves 
to whisky after that occurrence."
